The Slave Trade Treaty.—Ihe London 
isei hai recently taken a somewhat more 
avorable T'UW than at first, ol the recent 
treaty between Ibis country and England 
or a conventional right of search in lup- 
Jreiting the slave trade.'

Mr. Seward, we 
believe, ht« been the principal mover in 
this matner, which originated entirely with 
the ^American Government. The treaty 
waa proposed first in a less formal shape, 
and \h«o, when Loid Lyoni odjtcted thai 
it would be dmgerous to act upon an in- 
formal agreBment, u *„ arma up a, it 
now standt.
